Nuw-Bayk 1N France.—A considera-
ble sensation has been cxcited in France,
by ‘the establishment of a joint stock
Bank, the first in the kingdom properly
so to be called, at the head of which and
the author of the project is the well known
banker and former Minister of State, M.
Lafitte.

The capital is fixed at fifty-five millions
of francs, with power to increaselo two
hundred and fifty millions. Lafitte him-
self contributes seven and a half millions.
The Bank Lafitte will not issue bank notes
in the strict meaning of the term, as un-
derstood here of the Bank or of the Bank
of France, but the intention is to issue
bank bills for 25 franes (11) and upwards
payable at Paris or in the departments at
a fixed date, or at one or more day's
sight, which, in fact, will correspond with
the class of paper known here as bank
post bills. The capital of 55.000,000
francs is divided into 10,000 shares of
5,000 francs each, and 65.000 shares of
1,000 francs. Upon the first class shares
the share-holders pay down one-fifth on-
ly, but for the remainder give security for
payment in case of need; the subscribers
for 1,000 franc shares pay the whole down
at once. Thus, although the ecapital is
nominally 55,000,000 francs, the effective
paid-up capital consists, in fact, of no
more than 15,000,000 francs, or 600,0001.

M. Lafitte has publigshed a circular an-
nouncing that the subscriptions for shares
in his new. “Bank of Commerce and In-
dustry,” alrcady exceed the amount re-
quired for its establishment, and ealling a
meeting of the stockholders on the d of
October.
